Local, state and 
federal officials 
prepare for protests

Local, state and federal law enforcement leaders 
Tuesday stood united with federal and state prosecutors 
in their call for a peaceful transition of power on Inau- 
guration Day. 

They said they’ll work together to deny unlawful 
occupation of any government or private buildings 
in Oregon, keep opposing protest groups separated as 
much as possible and deter violence or property dam- 
age. 

Oregon’s U.S. Attorney Billy J. Williams said he was 
disgusted by the siege of the U.S. Capitol two weeks ago 
and declared that any “similar or copycat acts of vio- 
lence in Oregon or elsewhere will be prosecuted with the 
same urgency for anyone planning on engaging in crim- 
inal conduct.” 

“You are forewarned,” Williams said during a live 
media briefing posted on YouTube. “Criminal acts will 
come with a price. Political violence is not going to be 
tolerated.” 

Portland police have canceled days off, and crowd 
control teams from multiple agencies will remain on 
standby in Oregon throughout Inauguration Day to 
guard against outbreaks of violence, top officials said. 

Portland police will work with the Multnomah 
County Sheriff’s Office in Portland, while state police are 
expected to concentrate on the Capitol in Salem.
